Circles of the World: Traditional Art of 
the Plains Indians opens Saturday, January 
12 and continues through April 29. Look for 
the bison marking the entrance to the 
exhibition which extends through the 
renovated Hohfeld Galleries I and II, Lovell 
White Hall and African Annex. 


Inside, 150 works of art from the Denver Art 
Museum tell the story of the Plains Indians 
of the 19th century, a culture dependent on 
the arrival of the horse, and which 
floutished for only 100 years. Brilliant 
feather fans, exquisitely crafted garments 
detailed with quills, shells, and beads, two 
full-size painted tipis, and dream necklaces 
are a few of the pieces which paint a vivid 
picture of the daily and ceremonial lives of 
people such as the Crow, Lakota and 
Pawnee. 


Major funding for the exhibition has been 
provided by the American Express Founda- 
tion with additional funding by the National 
Endowment for the Arts and the National 


Endowment for the Humanities. The 
opening of Circles of the World marks the 
beginning of 15 weeks of special events 
focusing on Plains Indian traditions. Visitors 
to the Natural History Museum and 
Aquarium can take advantage of special 
lectures, traditional arts programs, and much 
more.

Birds in Art, the national touring exhibition 
sponsored by Gulf Oil, opens at the Natural 
History Museum and Aquarium on 
Wednesday, January 23 in the McBean- 
Peterson Galleries. 60 original bird paintings 
and sculptures from the Leigh Yawkey 
Woodson Art Museum in Wausau, 
Wisconsin, including works by Robert

On Saturday afternoons at 1 p.m. visitors to 
the museum can enjoy and interact with 
some of the diversified ethnic groups of the 
Bay Area. Each week one of these groups 
will share its cultural heritage by a 
presentation of their traditional arts. 


December 29 - Maureen Brennan and Ciel 
Tarmann will perform Celtic folk songs on 
the Irish harp and the hammered dulcimer. 


January 5 - A performance of Italian folk 
music by Maria Smith (guitar). 

Beginning January 12, with the opening 
of the “‘Circles of the World”’ 
exhibition, the Traditional Arts 
Programs will focus on some aspect of 
Plains Indian culture. 


January 12 - In making “‘Star’’ quilts, Sioux 
Indians use color and geometric shapes to 
create optical illusions — the pattern must 
‘““move before your eyes.” Florence 
Nightchase will describe the techniques used 
in her own traditional quilts. 


January 19 - Carol Webb, an accomplished 
quillworker of the Nez Perce tribe, will show 
how dyed porcupine quills are applied 
decoratively to hide garments and a variety 
of other items, such as bags and boxes. 


January 26 - Come and watch a tipi raising! 
For this presentation members of the Indian 
community will use a Cree tipi that was 
actually raised at powwows in the 1920s. 


February 2 - Clara Standing Elk and Barney 
Hoehner introduce the Four Winds Singers, 
a Lakota (Sioux) drum group, performing 
northern Plains Indian songs of all types, and 
different styles of Fancy Dancing.

ATTENTION TAXPAYERS! 


The California Academy of Sciences 
endorses the endangered species tax check- 
off, an opportunity to put part of your tax 
refund to work to purchase critical habitats 
for a number of endangered species, 
enhance and protect other habitats, and 
encourage more giving. The goal for the 
1985 campaign is over $1,000,000. Last year 
the income tax checkoff program got off to a 
half million dollar start, but more will be 
needed in succeeding years. 


The method is simple. Just look for the 
endangered species line on your California 
income tax return and fill in an even dollar 
amount. If you have a refund coming, the 
state will deduct the amount you specify and 
send it to the Department of Fish and Game 
for the project. If you owe state income tax, 
you simply add the amount to your total 
due. The amount you give this year is 
deductible on your 1986 federal income tax 
return. If you would like information on 
volunteer activities for the project, call John 
Mackenzie at the California Department of 
Fish and Game.

DIVE TRIP TO THE SEA OF CORTEZ 
May 12 - 23 

This May diving trip commences at Loreto 
on the east coast of the Baja Peninsula. From 
Loreto we will board the M.V. Don Jose and 
head north toward the Midriff Islands near 
Isla Tiburon. The diving in this area requires 
a full wet suit; we will dive as many tanks as 
we want each day. The diving in the Sea of 
Cortez is noted for the great variety of 
marine life - the fish, plants and invertebrates 
are all beautifully colored and easily seen in 
the clear waters. In addition to the diving, 
some of the terrestrial adventures will 
include visiting the sea lion and pelican 
rookeries on Granito Island. On Isla Raza, 
we will see one of the biological wonders of 
the world - the nesting elegant and royal tern 
and gull colonies. These are the most famous 
bird rookeries in the Sea of Cortez. San 
Esteban and Isla San Pedro Martir offer close- 
up viewing of endemic orange and black 
piebald chuckwallas, spiny-tailed iguanas, 
blue and brown-footed boobies, brown 
pelicans and red-billed tropic birds, plus fin 
back whales, pilot whales, dolphins, and 
perhaps blue whales. We will visit all of the 
main islands from Raza south to La Paz 
where the trip ends. The diving should be 
splendid at this time of year. Cost is $1395 
plus air fare.
